S . R . O . 255. - The following draft of certain rules regulating the devision of 
the Cantonment of Dehra Dun into Wards for the purpose of holding Elections 
in the said Cantonment and the determination of the number of members to be 
elected by each ward which the Central Government proposes to make in exer 
cise of the powers conferred by clauses ( a ) and (b ) of section 31 of the Canton 
ments Act , 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) , and in supersession of the Dehra Dun Cantonment 
( Division into Wards ) Rules, 1961 is published as required by the said section , 
for the information of all persons likely to be affected thereby , and notice is 
hereby given that the said draft will be taken into consideration on or after the 
11th August, 1964 . 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person through 
the General Officer Commanding- in - Chief, Central Command, with respect to the 
said draft before the aforesaid date will be considered by the Central Govern 
ment. 

Draft Rules 
1 . Short title and Commencement. - ( 1 ) These rules may be called the Dehra 
Dun Cantonment (Division into Wards ) Rules, 1964 . 

(2 ) They shall come into force atonçe .. 
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2 . Division of Cantonment into Wards. For the purpose of holding elections 
to the Cantonment Board , thc Cantonment of Dehra Dun shall be divided into 
the following wards, namely : 

Ward - I 
Ward - 11 
Ward - III 
Ward -- IV 
Ward - V 


3 . Boundaries of Wards. - The boundaries of each of the said wards shall be 
as specified in the Schedule to these rules. 

4 . Number of members to be elected . The number of members to be elected 
by each of the said Wards shall be as follows: 

Ward No. 1 - 1 
Ward No . - II - 1 
Ward No. III - 1 
Ward No. IV - 2 ( includes one schedule caste member ) . 
Ward No. 1 - 1 
Ward No. 11 – 1 

SCHEDULE OF BOUNDARIES 

( See rule 3 ) 
Ward No . 1. 
Village Kehri , Smith Nagar and Wings No. 4, 5, 7 and General at Prem Nagar 

Camp . 

The boundary of this Ward begins from the Cantonment boundary pillar 
No. 1C , which is situated at the junction of Chakrata Road and unmetalled track 
and runs in a Westerly direction crossing Chakrata Road and meets the Canton 
ment Boundary Pillar No. 1D . 

From there the boundary turns in a due South and meets the Cantonment 
boundary pillar No. 1E . 

From there the boundary runs in Easterly direction along with the North 
side of Smith Nagar Mohan Pur Road and meets the Cantonment boundary pillar 
No. 1F , which is situated on the South - Eastern corner of wing No. 7 . 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards North and meets a sullage 
water drain . 

From there the boundary runs along with sullage water drain towards West 
and meets the tarred Road known as Tyagi Road , 

From there the boundary runs towards North along with Tyagi Road and 
meets at the point in front of flour mill . 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards due West leaving the Barracks 
of Wing No. 1 and 2 aside along with newly constructed Road and meets the 
culvert / sullage water drain near Guru Nanak Higher Secondary School, 

From there the boundary runs towards Northerly , direction along with the 
said sullage Vater drain and meets the tarred tea estate Road near sweepers 
quarters 

From there the boundary runs along a straight line crogsing Chakrata Road 
and meets the starting point Cantonment boundary pillar No . ic . 
Ward No. 2 . 
Wings No. 1, 2 , 3 and 6 Prem Nagar Refugee Camp. 

The boundary of this Ward starts from the point on Chakrata Road in between 
the Gurdwara and Sericulture Department building and runs towards Southerly 
direction along with the drain / Road and meets the big drain near latrines of 
Wing No. 7 . 
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From there the boundary takes a turn towards West and runs along with the 
said drain and meets the pucca Tyagi Road , 

From there the boundary runs towards North along with Tyagi Road and 
meets at the point in front of flour Mill , 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards West leaving the Barracks of 
Wing No. 4 aside along with newly constructed Road meets the sullage water 
drain leaving the Guru Nanak Higher Secondary School. 

From there the boundary runs towards Northerly direction along with the 
said sullage water drain and meets the pucca tea estate Road infront of sweepers 
quarters in General Wing . 

From this point the boundary runs along a straight line and meets the Canton 
ment boundary pillar No. 1C situated on Chakrata Road near Kehri village . 

From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 1C , the boundary runs towards East 
along with Chakrata Road and meets the starting point in between the Gurdwara 
and Sericulture Department building . 


Ward No. 3 .

The boundary of this Ward starts from Chakrata Road in between the 
Gurdwara and Sericultural building and runs towards Southerly direction along 
with the drain and Road and meets the big drain near latrines in Wing No. 7 . 

From there the boundary runs due South along with the said big drain and 
meets the katcha tea estate Road known as Smith Nagar Mohan Pur Road at 
Cantonment boundary pillar 1F . 

From there the boundary runs in an Easterly direction along with Smith 
Nagar Mohan Pur Road with Cantonment boundary through Cantonment boun 
dary pillars No . 1F , 1G , 8A and 8B which are situated at the junction of unmetalled 
Road passing North East of Mithi Bheri village and Road beside which the 
Kaulagarh branch canal flows. 

From there the boundary turns to North Easterly direction along the right 
side of canal along the Cantonment boundary and meets I. M . A . boundary pillar 
No, 3 . 

From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 3 , which is situated on the North West 
right bank of Kaulagarh branch canal, the boundary runs in a North Westerly 
direction and meets the Cantonment boundary I. M . A . pillar No . 4 . 

From there the boundary takes North Easterly direction and meets Canton 
ment boundary I.MA. pillar No. 5 . 

From there the boundary runs in a North Westerly direction and meets 
Cantonment boundary I. M . A . pillar No. 6 . 

From there the boundary runs in a Northerly direction crossing the Chakrata 
Road and meets Cantonment boundary I. M . A . pillar No. 7. 

From there the boundary takes a turn and runs Westerly direction along with 
Chakrata Road and meets the starting point between the Gurdwara and Sericul 
tural building, 


Boundaries of I.M . A . 

The boundary of this ward begins from the F . R . I. boundary pillar No. 7 and 
runs in South -Westerly direction and meets the Cantonment boundary pillar 
No . 1B , which is situated at the Eastern side of Tons Nadi. 

From there the boundary runs in a South -Easterly direction along with 
Chakrata Road and meets the Cantonment boundary pillar No . 1C . 

From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 10 the boundary takes a turn to 
Westerly direction and meets the Cantonment boundary pillar No. 1D . 

From there the boundary runs in a South - Easterly direction and continued to 
be defined by Chakrata Road and meets I. 

MA boundary pillar No. 7 . 
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From the I. M . A . boundary pillar No . 7, the boundary crossing the Chakrata 
Road runs in a South -Westerly direction to I.M . A . boundary pillar No. 6 . 

From I. M . A . pillar No. 6 , which is situated on the South side of Chakrata 
Road the boundary runs along with the Rangharwala Katcha Road and J.MA 
wire fencing in a South Easterly direction to I.M .A . boundary pillar No. 5 . 

From I. M . A . boundary pillar No. 5 the boundary runs along the I. M . A . wire 
fencing in a South -Westerly direction to I. 

MA, pillar No. 4 . 
From LMA. pillar No . 4 the boundary runs in a South - Easterly direction along 
with the wire fencing to I. M . A , boundary pillar No. 3. 

From I. M . A . boundary pillar No. 3 , which is situated on the North West right 
bank of Kaulagarh Canal branch , the boundary runs in North - Easterly direction 
and meets I. M . A . boundary pillars Nos . 2 and 1. 

From I. M . A . boundary pillar No . 1 the boundary crossing the Chakrata Road 
runs in North - Easterly direction to I. M . A , boundary pillar No. 72 , which is situat 
ed on the North side of Chakrata Road . 

From there the boundary runs in a Easterly direction along with the compound 
wall of I. M . A . through I. M . A . boundary pillars Nos. 72 to 66 . 

From there the boundary takes a turn in a North - Easterly direction along the 
boundary wall of I. M . A . through I. M . A . boundary pillars Nos. 68 to 63. 

From boundary pillar No . 63, which is common to both I. M . A , and F . R . I. the 
boundary runs in & North -Westerly direction through F . R . I. boundary pillars 
Nos . 62 to 47. 

From there the boundary runs in a South -Westerly direction through F . R .I. 
boundary pillars Nos. 47 to 9 . 

From there the boundary takes a turn and runs in a North -Westerly direction 
and meets the starting point F . R . I boundary pillar No. 7. 
Boundaries of F .R .I. 

The boundary of the ward begins from F . R . I. boundary pillar No . 1, which is 
situated on the North bank of a ravine, the boundary crossing the Nalla runs in 
a South - Easterly direction through F . R . I, boundary pillars Nos . 2 and 3 . 

From F . R . I. boundary pillar No . 3 the boundary runs in a South -Westerly 
direction through F . R . I . boundary pillars numbers 3 to 7. 

From F . R .I. boundary pillar No. 7 the boundary runs in a South -Easterly 
direction to F . R . I. pillar No. 8 . 

From F .R . I. boundary pillar No. 8 which is situated on the top of Southern 
Bank of Khalla the boundary runs in South -Easterly direction to meet I. M . A . 
boundary pillar No. 9 . 

From I.MA. boundary pillar No. 9 the boundary takes a turn to North 
Easterly direction along with F . R . I, boundary through F . R . I. boundary pillars 
Nos . 10 to 48 . 


From F . R . I. boundary pillar No . 48 the boundary runs in a Westerly direction 
through F . R . I, boundary pillars numbers 48 to 64 . 


Thence the boundary takes North - Easterly direction and continued to be 
defined by the Northern side of Chakrata Road along F . R . I. boundary through 
F . R . I. boundary pillars numbers 65 to 75 . 


From there the boundary runs along F . R . I, boundary through F . R . I. boundary 
pillars Nos. 76 to 82 . 


From there the boundary turns in a North - Easterly direction and continued 
to be defined by F . R . I. boundary wall through F . R . I, boundary pillars Nos. 83 to 
101 . 


From there the boundary takes Southerly direction and runs along the F . R . I 
boundary pillars Numbers 101 to 137 and meets the starting point of F . R . I. 
boundary pillar No. 1, 
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Ward No. 4 .

The boundary of Ward No. 4 begins from Cantonment boundary pillar No. 2 
which is situated on the right bank of Bindal Nadi 120 North of the boundary 
and runs in North - Easterly direction to be defined by the Centre of the above 
Nadi and meets the boundary pillar No . 3 , which is situated on the right bank 
of the Nadi about 35 West of boundary at the junction of the Bindal Nadi and 
Anarwala Khalla . 


From the said boundary pillar No . 3 the boundary runs North -Westerly direc 
tion and meets at the junction of the New Cantonment Road and Shakespear Roud . 


From there the boundary runs in a Westerly direction along with the Shakes 
pear Road and meets at the junction of Beacher Road and Shakespear Road . 


From there the boundary runs in a Southerly direction along with Beacher 
Road and meets at the junction of Macpherson Road and Beacher Road . 


From there the boundary runs along the Macpherson Road and Birpur Road 
until it meets the bridge on Binola Khalla . 


From there the boundary runs in North -Westerly direction and meets at the 
bridge over Bijapur Canal, which is situated Northern side of Bungalow No, 227 
belonging to late Doctor Balbir Singh ( Civil Surgeon retired ) . 


From there the boundary runs in a Westerly direction and meets at the iron 
bridge of Tons Nadi over Ghángora Road . 


From there the boundary runs in a Westerly direction along Road crossing 
the 39 G . T .C . Check Post and meets the Khalla in front of Veterniary Hospital. 


From there the boundary runs in a Northerly direction along with Khalla and 
meets at the square of Birpur Road and Link Road towards Ghangora , 


From there the boundary takes a turn and runs to Westerly direction along 
the Road and meets the Ban Ganga Khalla , 


From there the boundary runs in a Northerly direction along the said Khalla 
and meets the Cantonment boundary pillar No . 65 . 


From Cantonment boundary pillar No . 65 the boundary runs along the North 
ern and Western boundaries of the Cantonment la Cantonment boundary pillar 
No. 66 , 100 , 140 etc . to reach the starting point Cantonment boundary pillar No. 2

The boundary of this Ward begins from the bridge over Bijapur Canal, which 
is situated at the Northern side of Bungalow No . 227 belonging to late Doctor 
Balbir Singh Civil Surgeon ( Retired ) and runs North Easterly direction as 
defined by Bijapur Canal and meets the Binola Khalla and runs along the Khalla 
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in North Easterly direction and meets the Macdonald Road at the back of Police 
out Post ( Circuit House ). 


Thence the boundary runs in Northerly direction along the Macdonald Road 
to reach Bijapur Canal chowki from where it connects the Cantonment boundary 
pillar No. 26 and then the boundary takes Westerly direction along the Canton 
ment boundary through Cantonment boundary pillars Nos . 20 to 65 . 


From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 65 the boundary takes a turn and runs 
towards Southerly direction along with Ban Ganga Khalla where it meets the 
Link Road from the Birpur Road Square . 


From there the boundary runs towards Easterly direction and meets at the 
Square of Birpur Road and Ghangora Link Road. 


From the said Square the boundary runs in Southerly direction along with 
Road and Khalla and meets the Ghangora Road in front of Veterinary Hospital 
from where the boundary runs along Ghangora Road and meets the Tons ron 
Bridge . 


From there the boundary runs towards South Easterly direction and meets 
at the bridge over Bijapur Canal situated in the North side of Bungalow No. 227 
the starting point.

The boundary of this Ward begins from Cantonment boundary pillar No. 3 
which is situated on the right bank of Bindal Nadi about 35 West of the boundary 
at the junction of Bindal Nadi, and Anarwala Khalla and runs in a North 
Easterly direction to be defined by the centre of the Nadi and meets the Canton 
ment boundary pillar No. 4 , which is situated at the head of Anarwala Khall, 


From there the boundary runs North -Westerly direction along the Cantonment 
boundary , through Cantonment boundary pillars 4 to 26 . 


From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 26 , the boundary takes a turn to 
South and meets the Macdonald Road near Canal Chowki and then running in 
Southerly direction along the Macdonald Road and meets the Binola Khalla 
at the back of Police Out Post Circuit House . Thence moves in a Westerly 
direction as defined by Binola Khalla and meets the Bijapur Canal and runs 
along the canal and meets the bridge on the said Canal which is situated on the 
Northern side of Bungalow No . 227 belonging to Dr. Balbir Singh Civil Surgeon 
(Retired ) . 


Thence the boundary takes South -Easterly direction and meets the bridge on 
Binola Khalla on Birpur Road . 


From where the boundary runs in an Easterly direction along with the Birpur 
Road , Macpherson Road , Beacher Road and Shakespear Road and meets the 
starting point of Boundary pillar No. 3 .
